Cramps Had to Wait for Armor for 
the Battleships. 
Washington, July 9. 
The navy de­ 
p artm ent has been advised that the 
Messrs. Cramps of Pnuadelphla hav** 
a claim of about 1264.000 against the 
government for delay incident to fur­ 
nishing armor for the battleship Ala­ 
bama. 
The d e la y was caused by the 
controversy In congress an to the qual­ 
ity of armor and pending the contro­ 
versy no arm or was available for th* 
Alabama and a number of other ships 
under construction. 
The Alabama was begun in Decem­ 
ber, 1896, and under th** three years’ 
contract would have been completed 
in December, 1899. 
But owing to th** 
lack of armor the ship was not actu­ 
ally completed for many months after 
this time. 
Other claims will be made 
for delay in furnishing armor to other 
ships. It Is said.

Land Commissioner Hermann has 
been petitioned by several settlers 
and homesteaders, to reverse a rul­ 
ing recently made by the local land 
office at Crooks ton, Minn., relative 
to lands that have been restored to 
entry under an act approved June 3, 


This wui an act for the relief of 
settler* who had taken up lands 
which were afterward decided a* be­ 
longing to the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road company in indemnity selec­ 
tion*. 
The Crooks ton register and re­ 
ceiver are requiring those settlers 
who have right* to take up lands 
on the Red (atke reservation to ad­ 
vertise for six weeks giving notice 
of their entry, etc., the name a* used 
to be done many years ago when 
aoons and 
squatters 
were more 
plentiful than they are now. 
The settlers demur over this ac­ 
tion. 
They *ay in their communica­ 
tion, which has just been filed, that 
it works a hardship upon them. 
They must first prove up their old 
claim and have a case well made out, 
by showing what they did upoo their 
original entry, which was afterwards 
wiped out under rulings from Wash­ 
ington. 
This proof is presented and the 
sum of #14 in fee* and 11.25 an acre 
la paid on the new entry under the 
provisions of the act above quoted. 
They claim that having paid the 
money they should be entitled to re­ 
ceipts, instead of having their pro­ 
poned entry advertised six week» and 
necessitating another trip to the 
Crookston land office. 
It is cited 
that the local officials at the Duluth 
land office do not require the adver­ 
tising of the entry, but give a regís 
ter’s and receiver’s receipt when the 
fee and the purchase money la paid. 
The net of 1896 was passed for the 
relief of a number of Minnesota 
farmers in the northern section of 
the state, and was introduced and 
put throagh congress by Senator 
Nelson and Congressman Eddy.

Year after year authority is given 
to “ dead and down’* timber, and 
each year new “ dead and down" 
timber is ready for the woodman’s 
axe. 
After every season’s cutting, 
lumbermen who fail to get into the 
preserves complain that live trees at 
well as dead ones are cut, and In- 
ve*ti gat Ions and senseless scandals 
are the result. 
When the ever recuring subject 
was up for consideration last fall 
Capt. Mercer, Indian agent at Leech 
Lake, plainly informed the secretary 
of the interior that to cut the dead 
and down without taking more or 
less of other trees was impossible, 
and declared that when a certain per­ 
centage of a 40-acre tract was found 
“ dead and down” that all of the 
timber in that particular forty sbouid 
be cut. 
He also pointed out that to 
take only such trees as carne within 
the classification, would leave the 
other to furnish fuel for the fires that 
will lie kindled by the slashing as 
soon as the dry season set* In. The 
department turned down Captain 
Mercer's sensible recommendation 
and adopted a rule authorizing such4 
live tree* to be cut a* might be need­ 
ed by the lumbermen for boom sticks 
and when necessary to remove them 
in building road*. 
This unsatis­ 
factory plan Captain Mercer has en­ 
deavored to carry out to the letter 
and in putting it into operation dur­ 
ing the last winter has observed the 
spirit of it more closely than wa* 
possible by the veteran loggers. 
Now the newspapers in the Twin 
Cities are filled with stories of the 
abuse of dead and down logging and 
as usual the Indian agent is the tar­ 
get of all kinds of abuse. 
Fortunately Capt. Mercer is well 
able to take care of himself in this 
and all similar controversies. He has 
proven himself to be thoroughly 
competent in handling the Indians 
and has not only conducted their 
affairs in a business like way, but 
has gained the esteem and confidence 
of bis wards. 
His honesty has never 
been questioned, and the results be 
has been able to attain are shown in 
improved conditiou of the Indiana 
themselves. 
If the government would follow the 
advice of Capt. Mercer, which would 
be offered from the standpoint of one 
who by yeary of bard experience 
knows what is needed to place the 
timber interest of the Indians on a 
sound business footing, disgraceful 
scandals attending logging opera­ 
tions on the Indian 
reservations 
would be heard of no more.

The Grand Jury Begins Its Grind

SEVERAL 
MOTIONS 
HEARD 


Judge Baxter on the Bench This 


Afternoon to Hear Several 


Matters. 


The general July term of the dis­ 
trict court was convened this morn­ 
ing at the court house bv Judge 
McCTenaban. 
The preliminary work 
of calling 
the 
jurors 
was 
gone 
through and the court appointed N. 


B . Chase f o r e m a n ^ the grand jury 
and they retired to take up their de­ 
li herafious, Martin Ovig being ap ­ 
pointed grand jury deputy. 
The petit jury was excused until 2 
o ’clock this afternoon. Judge Mc- 
Clenaban took occasion to remark 
that there were several cases on the 
calendar which he could not hear 
and that Judge Baxter, of Fergus 
Falls would be present to take up 
such cases and would hear them in 
consecutive order. 
Judge M odena hun made a prelimi 
nary call of the calendar, there 
being a fairly good attendance of the 
members of the bar of Crow \Y ing 
county. The first case on the calen­ 
dar, L. J. ta le vs. R. Woods & Sons 
was continued as was also the case 
of George H. Smith vs. Ingersoll & 
Wieland. 
Each case on the calendar which 
could not be tried by the court was 
designated and Judge Baxter will 
* take them up in order. 
In the case of B. T. Fones vs. the 
Northern Pacific Rial way company 
Attorney S. F. Alderman appeared 
as special counsel and moved to have 
the same stricken from the calendar. 
He presented to the court two affi­ 
davits. one by L. T. Chamlierlain, a t­ 
torney for the railroad company in 
the (*ase, and one from himself. The 
affidavit of Mr. Chamberlain set forth 
the facts that the firm of Chamber-

Bunn were attorneys of record 
in the case and th a t no notice of trial 
had ever been served on them. 
At­ 
torney Alderman's affidavit set forth 
the facts that he was not an attorney 
of record in the ease and that he 
knew nothing about the m atter in 
controversy.

Crowell appeared for the plaintiff 
and stated that prior to the notice 
of trial being served on Attorney 
Alderman a stipulation had been 
signed.

The Grand Jury Befins Its Grind 
With N. B. Chase as 
Foreman. 


SEVERAL 
MOTIONS 
HEARD 


Judje BaUer on the Bench This 
Afternoon to Hear Several 
Matters. 


The general July term of the dis­ 
trict court was convened this morn­ 
ing at the court house by Judge 
McCIenaban.

calendar which he could not hear 
and .that Judge Baxter, of E ergv> 
Palls would be present to take up 
such cases and would hear them in 
consecutive order. 
Judge McClenahan made a prelimi­ 
nary call of the calendar, there 
being a fairly good attendance of the 
members of the bar of Crow At ing 
county. The first case on the calen­ 
dar, L. J. Cale vs. R. Woods & Sons 
was continued as was also the case 
of George H. Smith vs. Ingersoll A 
Wieland. 
Each case on the calendar which 
could not be tried by the court was 
designated and Judge Baxter will 
'takethem up in order. 
In the case of B. T. Fones vs. the 
Northern Pacific Railway company 
Attorney S. F. Alderman appeared 
as special counsel and moved to have 
the same stricken from the calendar. 
He presented to the court two affi­ 
davits. one by L. T. Chamberlain, at­ 
torney for the railroad company in 
the case, and one from himself. The 
. affidavit of Mr. Chamberlain set forth 
the facts that the firm of Chamber- 
lain A Bunn were attorneys of record 
in the case and that no notice of trial 
had ever been served on them. 
At­

A southern housewife give# the 
following direction* for preserving 
fruit, using wide mouthed ja n for 
fruits that are stoned and the long 
necked one» for catchup and toma­ 
toes: 
“Make a wax of one pound of 
resin, two ounce* of Iieeswax and 
two of Spanish brown, slowly mixed 
together. 
When vou wish to put 
tp fruit, put the bottles, nicely 
cleaned, in n kettle of cold water 
and set it over the fin*; have corks 
the right size soaking in water. Feel 
your peaches and put them in a pre­ 
serving kettle without any water 
and warm them briskly, stirring 
from the bottom to prevent their 
burning before the juice is made 
from the hat. 
While the liottlca are 
hot in the kettle fill them with the 
peaches 
that 
have 
lieen 
heated 
through, cover the peaches with the 
liquid up to the cork, put the cork 
in, clip it in the hot wax and then in 
cold water or ice and smooth it with 
a knife. 
Tliis is an easy and cer­ 
tain method o f keeping fruits fo r 
the winter if the directions are 
faithfully 
followed, 
flasplierrics 
blarkl*erries and strawberries must 
boil only ten minutes. 
Tomatoes 
must be sliced and boiled 20 min­ 
utes, then strained through a col­ 
ander to remove» the skins, returned 
to the kettle and l»oilcd up again, 
and the l»ottlea filled when hot, 
corked and scaled, as the fruit*. 
Keep them in a cool, d rt place.

you use tin cans, place them in cold 
water as soon as tilled; have a wide 
mouth 
funnel, 
perforated 
ladle, 
sound fruit and sea! up instantlv 
while the fruit is boiling hot, and 
you will never lose it.”
